Coffee County Sheriff's Office arrests 


two in Car City arson from January

The Coffee County 
Sheriff’s Office held a press 
conference Thursday morn- 
ing, Feb, 18, announcing 
two arrests in the Car City 
arson from January 12, 
2021. 

The auto sales business 
is located at 650 U.S. Hwy 
231, Brundidge, Ala; how- 
ever, it is located in Coffee 
County. Therefore, the ini- 
tial investigative agency 
on this alleged arson was 
the Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

Coffee. County Chief 
Deputy R.W. Whitworth 
said the investigation 
revealed incident initially 
began Monday, Jan. 11, 
when a vehicle was reported 
stolen from Car City, and 
deputies with the Coffee 
County Sheriff’s Office 
took a report on that sto- 
len vehicle. Then, around 4 
a.m. Tuesday morning, Jan. 
12, a call came in reporting 
a fire at Car City with mul- 
tiple buildings on fire. 

Whitworth said two 
mechanic shops and an 
office were found burning, 
along with multiple vehi- 
cles at the business. He said 
the office contained vehicle 
titles and other items neces- 
sary for Steer 3 a busi- 
ness.

“Nine fire departments 
responded to the scene,” 
Whitworth said. “They did 
a fantastic job containing 
the fire.” 

As the smoke settled, 
Whitworth said Coffee 
County Sheriff’s Office 
investigators teamed up 
with the Alabama Fire 
Marshal’s Office, ATF, Pike 
County Sheriff’s Office, 
Dale County  Sheriff’s 
Office, Brundidge Police, 
ALEA, and other agencies 
to establish a crime scene 
and begin the investigation 
into the alleged arson. 

After the fire, Whitworth 
said officers discovered that 
another vehicle in addition 
to the one reported stolen 
on Jan. 114 also had been 
taken from Car City. He 
said it had not been realized 
that a second vehicle was

missing until after the fire. 

Alabama State Fire 
Marshal Scott Pilgreen 
said his office received a 
request from Coffee County 
to come in and help investi- 
gate this crime. 

“All these agencies 
involved...their collabora- 
tive effort, it take an effort 
like that with everyone com- 
ing together to get where we 
are today,” Pilgreen said. 


Whitworth said it was 


with great fortune that the 
details all came together, 
and led to the arrest of two 
suspects on Tuesday, Feb. 
16, regarding the Car City 
arson. 

He said Charles Jones, 
age 45, of Clio, Ala., was 


arrested and charged with 


two counts of arson second

As many of our readers already know we lost our life partner 
of 57 years last week when wife Heddy died after an extend- 
ed battle with that life destroying thing called Alzheimer’s. 
My heart has been gladened by the many warm and loving 
comments from many of those who knew her. 

It is a given that there is no cure and that death is the ulti- 
mate result of that relentless attack of the disease on. the 
brain. However, when death is staring you in the face in 
those last days and hours of life, alarm bells ring and every 
other emotion in your body reacts. You are not ready to let 
them go but at the same time know you have no choice. 
Also, if you knew Heddy as we knew her, you would know 
without a doubt that she had no desire to remain on earth 
under the condition her mind and by extension, her body, 
was in. Many “what if” discussions we had together dur- 
ing our many years of marriage and her formal 20-year-old 
“Living Will” made it crystal clear that she believed there 
were things far worse than death. 

IT am sad over her illness and death but not bitter. Had she 
dropped dead several years ago I would have been filled 
with guilt. Guilt that I had not always shown my love and 
appreciation for her. With the Alzheimer’s dictating her 
needs, I am grateful to have been able to demonstrate that 
love, appreciation and loyalty to, and for her. While she 
probably didn’t fully understand what was happening, I 
did and am grateful for the opportunity to make her last 
years less traumatic. Yet that did not equal her years of 
loyal, dedicated contributions to our lives. 

Her loyal devotion was jokingly displayed with her tim- 
ing on having children. The first one’s pending arrival 
was announced to the new dad on Tuesday night after the 
paper layout was completed and she was born Wednesday 
afternoon after the paper was printed. The same game plan 
was followed with the middle child, arriving only after the 
paper went “to bed”. Only the youngest son altered the 
master plan, arriving with the aid of medical technology on 
Valentine’s Day right in the middle of the (then) all-impor- 
tant annual meeting of the Coffee County Democratic 
Committee and their launching of election activities. 

She seemed to maintain that sensitivity to obligations by 
actually waiting to die until family members had returned 
home and just hours after the weekly paper was in the mail. 
We had three significant understandings as our life moved 
on. Number One was that if I ever had the urge to hit her, 
we had been together one day too long — and that urge 
never came close to happening. Number Two was if one 
of us made a decision with/or about the children the other 
would not countermand that decision — and we each hon- 
ored this. Number Three was that there could only be one 
“boss’ at the newspaper and we agreed that I was the news- 
paper guy — and that never changed or was challenged yet 
she kept me from making a fool of myself more than once. 
Our marriage was a great one in our opinion and we grew 
much closer (or had more time to enjoy our closeness) as 
a couple after the children all entered adulthood. When the 
Alzheimer’s became obvious, we chose for her to stay at 
home if at all possible and that happened. At first nothing 
else was considered by either of us, later nothing else was 
acceptable for me but to be her full-time caregiver, remem- 
bering my granddaddy’s words “until death do us part” as 
he was performing the wedding. That included patience 
during those last weeks with the very slow process of 
placing small bits of food in her mouth at mealtimes and 
encouraging her to chew. Each of us took that wedding 
vow to mean what it said, and it matched our desires to 
a “T”. I continued working, and with some adjustments 
to schedules over the last few years, was able to have her 
travel with me virtually all of the time, right up to the end. 
There was no issue with her giving up the freedom afford- 
ed with driving her car. One day she walked in, dropped 
her car keys on the desk and announced her driving days 
were over — and they were. She never drove her car again, 
nor indicated a desire to do so. 

The memory of so many heartwarming emotions and mar- 
ried life events go on and on and will remain in our heart 
and mind until death or aging robs us of them. 

To all of you who have been patient with us through this 
process, expressed your condolences, or shared your own 
memories of Heddy’s big smile and unwavering kindness, 
our children and I say thanks. :

“come get you” and ask if 
that was correct informa- 
tion.

In report to county commissioners 
Coffee County EMA director says 
COVID-19 numbers getting better

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday, Feb. 22, in New 
Brockton, EMA director 
James Brown said numbers 
regarding COVID-19 are 
fortunately getting better. 

However, he encouraged 
citizens to not get compla- 
cent even though the num- 
ber of cases are declining 
locally and statewide, and 
he further encouraged get- 
ting the COVID vaccine. 

Statewide, Brown said 
new cases were down to 
about a quarter of what they 
were a month ago. He said 
that is very encouraging. 

As for Coffee County, he 
said 132 new cases were 
gained in the last two week 
— averaging about nine per 
day. About a month ago, he 
said the county was gain- 
ing an average of 55 new 
COVID cases per day. 

“With the numbers drop- 
ping, we don’t want people 
to become complacent,” 
Brown said. “Get the vac- 
cine if you can.” 

He followed this by say- 
ing the county had a 1.8 
percent death rate from the 
COVID virus. Looking at 
nine new cases per day, he 
said that equates to about 
one death per week. 

“That is still too many to 
me,” Brown said. 

He did note, however, 
that the death rate seeming- 
ly had been on the decline

over the past week or so too. 
He said he hoped that would 
continue. 

“Hospitals also are look- 
ing better,” Brown said. 
“About 7.5 percent of [cur- 
rent] hospitalizations are 
COVID-related. That is 
really coming down from 
where it was about a month 
ago, and we are happy to 
see that, 

Also, as of Monday morn- 
ing, Brown said it appeared 
about 14.5 percent of the 
county’s population had 
received at least the first 
dose of the COVID vaccine. 
He added that officials were 
hopeful for the Johnson and 
Johnson vaccine to get FDA 
approval real soon allow- 
ing for more vaccine avail- 


ability. 
In other news from 
the Coffee County 


Commission, commission- 
ers approved the reappoint- 
ments of James Liptrot and 
Dan Stokes to the Coffee 
County Water Authority 
Board during Monday’s 
meeting. These are 6-year 
terms set to expire March 
1, 2027. 

The next Coffee County 
Commission meeting will 
be Monday, March 8, at 9 
a.m. in the community room 
of the county complex in 
New Brockton.

But it teaches something that we need to know: God is a 
God of new beginnings.

Coffee County Schools superintendent provides weekly 
COVID-19 update, says case numbers continue to decline 


Coffee County Schools 
Superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth had bet- 
ter news to report last 
Wednesday, Feb. 17, with 
his weekly COVID-19 
update. 

“This week Coffee 
County Schools have 
only six new cases of 
COVID-19 to report,”
